BOMBS FAIL WITH KAISER AS TARGET 


Pushed Invaders Back 12 to 15 Miles 
Today—British Firing Is Deadly— 
Paris Sees Deliverance in Turn 
of Tide and Rejoices 


FRENCH SOLDIERS AND PACK WAGONS RESTING AFTER FIGHT NEAR PARIS 
Germans Reinforced—Fight Desperately to Save Their Center 


ALLIES STEADILY 
DRIVING GERMANS 
ON RETREAT LINE 


PARIS, Sept. ll.—The right wing of 
the German army 
in 
northeastern 
France was driven back twelve to llf- 
teen miles today, according to the 
Bordeaux war office dispatch at 3:30 
o’clock. 
The allies’ offensive move­ 
ment continues. 
Four days of unin­ 
terrupted fighting were involved 
in 
the pushing back of the German right. 
The first phase of the battle of the 
Marne is very favorable to the allies, 
the Germans retreating on the right 
and center. 
Commanded by the Ger­ 
man crown prince and Prince of Wur- 
temburg, the Germans attacking the 
French on the Marne near Vitry have 
been unable to advance. 
The situa­ 
tion is 
completely 
changed. 
The 
Germans have made no advance since 
September 6th. 
The enemy 
under 
Generals Von Kluk and Von Buelow 
have fought furiously but vainly 
to 
break the French center 
north 
of 
Soz&ane and Vitry. 
Paris Is overjoyed at the favorable 
news. 
T he announcement that the 
allies’ center is holding and the wings 
advancing is hailed as an assurance 
that Paris Is saved. 
It is generally 
believed the Germans must speedily 
withdraw from France or be 
over­ 
whelmed. 
The war office statement concluded: 
“The 
Franco-British 
advance 
con­ 
tinues with- dogged persistency and 
the allies' offensive 
operations 
are 
mostly effective. 
The British m arks­ 
manship is deadly.” 
Germans Use Siege Guns 
The fighting between the allies and 
tho German center east of Paris ap­ 
proached the critical 
stage 
today. 
The struggle was the severest along 
the line from Vitry through 
Geni- 
court to Verdun. The German center, 
heavily reinforced, put up a desperate 


battle. 
It Is rumored that 
British 
troops will be sent to aid the French 
there. Meantime General French con­ 
tinued to drive the Kaiser’s right wing 
northward.

T he C ourt held th a t petroleum is a m in eral w ithin 
th e m eaning of th e land law s. 
V alidity Locations Denied 
A second class of cases is th a t in w hich is denied 
th e valid ity of oil locations m ade a fte r S eptem ber 
27. 19051, w hen P resid en t T aft w ithdrew from all form 
of locution and e n try som e 3,041,OOO a cre s of land 
in C alifornia, and 170,000 acres in W yom ing, sup­ 
posed to .contain petroleum . 
T he a u th o rity , of tne 
P re sid e n t to m ake th e w ithdraw al being disputed, 
lo cations continued u n til July 2, 1910, w hen th e lands 
w ere w ithdraw n u n d er au th o rity of an a c t of Con­ 
gress. 
T h ere w ere probably som e lo catio n s m ade 
eveu a fte r th e p assag e of th a t law, but probably no 
m oney bus been risk ed in developing such locations. 
M oney, how ever, h as been sp e n t freely in develop­ 
m ent of locations m ade betw een the executive and 
leg islativ e w ithdraw als, g re at q u an tities of oil having 
been ex tra cted , and it is said th a t th e re is a t Btake 
in til is class of cases values ap p ro x im atin g $30,000,- 
OOO of a ctu al im provem ents, ow ned by n o t less than 
130 com panies, w ith a probable ag g reg a te of 5000 
stockholders. 
This, does not include th e value of 
the oil. 
T h e four su its of (his class b ro u g h t in this 
S tate concerned ab o u t th irty com panies, larg e and 
sm all. 
T he first suit w as dism issed by Judge C ooling of 
the U nited S ta te s D istrict C ourt on th e ground th a t 
die P re sid e n t's w ithdraw al w as w ithout au th o rity of 
law and void. 
T he o th ers are not yet decided. 
A 
sim ilar su it brought in W yom ing was dism issed by 
Judge R in er of the U nited S ta te s D istrict <3ourt for 
the sam e reason. 
T he G overnm ent appealed and the 
case is now before th e Suprem e Court. 
Cases W here Fraud Is Alleged 
T he th ird class of cases includes those w hich a l­ 
lege fraud in locations not yet p aten ted , b u t upon 
som e of w hich th ere has been heavy in v estm en t iu 
developm ent and from w hich g reat q u a n titie s of oil 
are being taken, 
it is claim ed by th e oil m en th at 
fraud, w ithin tile m eaning of ordinary 
speech, 
in 
th ese locations has been exceedingly ra re , if it lias 
existed in any ease. 
W hat tile G overnm ent alleges 
as fraud la. claim ed to be m erely tech n ica l erro rs 
in efforts under the advice of different legal counsel 
to apply a law enacted w ith referen ce to m ining the 
precious m etals to petroleum locations iii re sp ec t to 
which th e phvsical conditions a re en tirely different. 
W hile th e lim it of location is tw enty a cres, w hich is 
sufficient for gold m ining in w hich th e c o st of the 
necessary “discovery” is usually sm all, it is wholly 
Insufficient for a petroleum location in w hich ex­ 
ploration leading to a possible discovery m ay, aud 
usually does, run into m any ten s of th o u san d s of dol­ 
lars. 
What Law Contemplate* 
T he law co n tem p lates th a t 160 acres m ay, even 
du rin g exploration, pass into single ow nership, and 
it is claim ed th at th a t is all th a t any one has a t­ 
tem pted. 
And such a law is n ecessary to Induce the 
exploration of new territo ry . 
W h at the G overnm ent 
calls fraud is in all know n cases claim ed to be m erely 
irreg u larities, eith er in ignorance or u n d er advice 
of counsel, in the m ethods em ployed to accom plish 
an entirely law ful purpose. Both th is and th e sec­ 
ond class of suits affect only the public dom ain open 
to location and entry, and in reality are confined to 
th e M idway and M aricopa fields, w ith a few cases 
in C oalinga. 
No tw o of these c ases are exactly alike, 
and it is considered a hardship th a t th e locators, 
m any of them of sm all m eans, should he com pelled 
to defend th eir titles against the pow er of a Gov­ 
ern m en t lf th ere is no allegation of an y th in g but e r­ 
rors, w hich, in fact, w ere m ade iu good faith for 
the accom plishm ent of law ful and useful purposes. 


An em ergency bill, already passed by the Senate, 
for the relief of locators in California oil and gas 
fields pending an official investigation of dispute 
claim s, has passed the House. 
The bill authorizes 
the Secretary of the Interior to make 
a 
working 
arrangem ent whereby claim ants may go on with the 
production and sale of oil from the public domain 
until a necessary leasing law can be passed. 
Under the provision* of the bill the Secretary of 
the Interior is to allow all operators who claim pat­ 
ents to their lands to 
proceed 
w ith 
production 
pending settlem ent of their patents. 
During such 
tim e the Government w ill retain one-eighth royalty 
of the oil produced, and those whose patents are 
finally perfected will be refunded the royalties. 
An 
am endm ent to the bill, agreed upon by the House 
Public Lands Com m ittee and the Navy Department, 
w as included in the measure. 
This am endm ent pro­ 
vides that ail royalties collected from the naval re- 
serve landa shall ba put into a special fund at the 
disposal of Congress. 
As the bill has passed the Senate, it only remains 
for the am endm ent to ba accepted by the conferees 
for the legislation to become law. 
T his will be 
speedily done and the Kern and Fresno oil business, 
which has been at a standstill soon can be resumed. 
Another Church bill, providing permanent settle­ 
m ent of the oil lands litigation, which has passed 
the Senate, is now on the House calendar.

T h e G overn­ 
m ent sought to reco v er th ese lands by reason of a 
reserv atio n in the p aten ts, which it claim ed had been 
expressly accepted by th e railroad com pany, reserv ­ 
ing all lands subsequently found to contain m ineral 
o th er than coal or iron. 
As to this, th e Suprem e 
C ourt of the U nited S ta te s has held th a t the re se r­ 
vation in the p ate n ts, being w ithout a u th o rity of 
law, w as void, and th a t no acceptance by th e ra il­ 
road com pany could give it validity. 
Any o th er de­ 
cision would have u nsettled the titles to every foot 
of land ever g ran ted by C ongress to anybody and 
p atented under th at reserv atio n , for no one can know 
w hat m inerals may som e tim e be found on any of 
th ese lands. T here have been patented to land g ra n t 
roads over 82,000,000 acres. 
Tile titles can now only 
be attacked directly by the G overnm ent, and th is 
only by alleging fraud, which m ust be done w ithin 
six years trom d ate of p aten t, or, as has been claim ed 
b ut not decided, from d ate of discovery of fraud.

In view of the com ing to Los A ngeles harbor at 
an early date of two veselB sim ilar to the Siam , which 
recently called at this port, propelled by oil engines 
it m ight be remarked that tho country that has 
done more than any other In tho developm ent of 
engines of this character has no oil w ells. 
Speaking 
of the use of oil engines for marble purposes tho 
Now York Commercial says: 
s 
“H eavy petroleum oils have acquired added value 
though the developm ent of the explosion engine for 
m arine purposes, but this country, which 
is 
tile 
greatest producer of such oil and which, in addition, 
can draw upon M exico for supplies, lags behiud In 
the use of such m eans of propulsion. 
Denm ark has 
no oil w ells yet it seem s to be taking a greater in­ 
terest in this m eans of supplying power for ocean 
going vessels than do tho United S tates and other 
countries which have abundant supplies of oil. 
A 
D anish steam ship com pany which is activo In the 
E ast Indian trade is now building a number of such 
v essels of considerable tonnage. 
Its m anagem ent 
is assured of su ccess according to reports recent­ 
ly m ade by them, because v essels of this class have 


past 
been subjected to thorough tests during the 
live years and have m et evory requirement. 
•‘Steam sh ip s plying through the Red Sea and other 
tropical w aters are handicapped by the Intense h eat 
which exhausts the stokers and compels the em ploy­ 
ment of very large numbers of them . Somewhat sim ­ 
ilar conditions will be m et when tho Panama Canal 
Is put In operation and our coastw ise traffic through 
that w aterw ay seem s to afford a splendid opening 
for the. oil engine. 
The experience of the Danish 
and Dutch- vessel ow ners with such Hhips in tho 
eastern sea s warrants tho belief that they would be 
well suited for Panamu Canal traffic. 
Oil in abund­ 
ance is available on both sides of tho Isthmus. 
Tho 
T exas and M exican oil fields produce an abundance 
of fuel oil and the largo output of the C alifornia 
oil w ells is alm ost exclusively of that character. If 
such v e sse ls can be operated In other parts of the 
world successfully, they would have the additional 
advantage of cheaper and more abundant supplies 
of oil in th e Panama Canal trade. 
This would also 
be true of that part of the trade which would be 
transacted w ith South Am erican ports on the. P a­ 
cific co a st, along which oil fields of great im portance 
have recen tly been discovered.’’
